During  the  year,  the  work  of  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare 
Committee  has  continued  to  be  appreciated  by  a  large  number 
of  old  people.  The  Social  Club  has  continued  to  meet  weekly 
on  Thursdays  in  the  Crispin  Hall,  There  has  been  no  slackening 
in  the  attendance  at  these  meetings  and  an  average  of  80  persons 
derived  enjoyment  and  pleasure  from  the  weekly  gatherings, 
Weston-super-Mare  and  Weymouth  were  included  in  trips  arranged 
by  the  Club  and  members  were  again  invited  to  various 
entertainments  locally. 

The  Visiting  Service  was  very  much  appreciated  by 
those  old  people  unable  to  attend  the  Social  Club,  Altogether 
more  than  60  persons  were  visited  regularly  by  members  of  a 
team  of  14  voluntary  visitors  and  the  service  distributed  73 
parcels  at  Christmas,  Hot  mid-day  meals  continued  to  be  delivered 
by  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  to  old  people  in  their  homes, 
for  a  small  charge.
